In 
Europe mt-n .nr breaVing the artistic frames which have held music 
in fixed fom-if ior m.'iny vmv.n. And while the world proceeds 
with its polilicAi squabbles ana its noisy blare of super-efficicitcy, 
artists are cuttinp new paths before iheni. as they have ever dotic. 
and music today stands on the threshold of a healthier life than it 
has ever enjoyed. In spite of jatr and the raucous noises which 
have emerced from that enipna, the United States, çrood music con- 
tinues to {rein its h^ld and as soon a? a few of the complexities 
>--liich surrourd it tre cleared a>*ay the universal triumph ot the 
finest of the fine arts ■will be assured. 

A man who is doinc hif utVno.«it to remo\ e some of these dif- 
ficulties which are faced by the "layman in music, spoke here on 
"November 1 3. and those who heard Mr. Percy .A. Scholes. the 
English critic, at rhr Royal V'iriovia Collece. ^^^1I carrv- away a Last- 
ing impres.sion of him as one who has a profound understanding 
•of the art he teaches. Mr. Scholep is not the ordinar>' "uplifter". 
filled -with the ardent zeal of bringring the masses to the best of 
music. He is. rather, an instructor, whose one aim is to maïke clear 
the works of the trrcat composers and ol the artist* who perform 
These -works. In the products of the «enius who translate* his ideas 
into -writing mucli ihat is intricate is involved. In the performer s 
■v^-ofk, who, in turn, translates the ■writinç into sound, labour and 
study are e.tsential. How then, asks Mr. Scholes, is the listenej to 
undersianc adeauately when he hcEiis these sounds and knows no- 
thing of the language th&: is spoken? Even as a certain technical 
.knowledce is neccsssary if one would watch a rugby match and 
undersrand it. d lechnicii] know-eds-e is required to appreciate cer- 
tain forms oi music. !t is this understanding, of itself not difficult 
to acquire, that Mr. Scholes is disseminating among his audiences 

~ v/hcrever he goes. 

And so in his lecture he proceeded to dissect two outslandinf, 

. forms in the art — the fugue of Bach, which is polyphonic mumc at 
its best and the sonata, which took definite shape under Haydn 
and which was worked out in far greater detail hy Beethoven. It 

-was natural that Mr. Scholes should turn here to the Appassîoflat» 

'"rfor purposes of illustration 

The lecture came &fc « rather interesting contrast to the one 
delivered by Dr. H. C. Perrin the night before when he discussed 
at a meeting of the McGill Music Club th»; tendencies in the works 
of contemporary composers ranging from the late Claude Debussy 
to Igor Stravinsky. Dr. Perrin gave an impartial outline of the 
rfforls of each man and pointed out how aill were trying to break 
^way frorn the old forms and cut out ne\»' ones for themselves. 

From the vast quantities of music which arc being produced 
today much will emerge that will be of lasting quality. V/hen there 
is rebellion anywhere it is certainly a sign that minds ar«; working, 
shifting, puiiziing and in many instances creating. Thit its only 
too true of music and Mr. Scholes. in helping us to turn back and 
more clearly understand men who in their lime were also rebels, 
iS doing a work that is to be highly commended.
